The material I ooek ia not alona the basis of a a eport made by, for 
and/or on babe If of tHe Attorney General or the bolted States, which would seem 
to require that it, in faot, bo "in the filea of"the Department of Justice. It 
ia aiao pert of a brlof proeentad in oourt by the Department. It 1« only a year alas a 
uao by your department. Aim you tailing m the Department usually eleanaba its film* 
in lea* then a year? 

Or are you tailing me the ^nited States government haa destroyed all 
such records? If they are not in toe files of our Department, your Department 
certainly knows what it did with thass 0 ana this you aro required to do some thing 
about. I quote from page £4 of the acssogcsadtas cited; 

"...Every effort should b® msd© to avoid encumbering the applicant’ a 
path with procedural obstacles when theae essentially internal Government problem* 
arias. Agencies generally should treat a referred request as if It had bean filed 
with the agency to wnioh tie matter is ultimately referred". Now I would presume 
that the Department of Justice is the "agency" of "exclusive concern" when co-.e- 
thing bjr or for the Attorney General is involved, when a court record la involved, 

* court action and the presentation of evidence in asurt. This aame paragraph also 
aays, however, , ”^?here e reoord ia requested which is of oonoern to more than one 
agency, th* request should bo referred to the agency those interest in the record 
ie paramount". It la than expected to "consult" with "tha other Interested agenda*". 

In abort, if the Department of Justice is not the "agency whoss interest 
In the record is paramount", ea a layman would presume to be the case witu Depart- 
ment of Justice business, you are still required to reSer this matter to other 
interested agsnaiea. 

Should you persist ia d®syiag me tbcoo raoord* to whies x believe I nm 
entitled, I ask that the refusal bs signed* by to* attorney General 'hiaslef so I 
can proceed forthwith under the law without added, unnecessary procedural obstacle* 
being placed in ay path.
